LosDos, July lOr — The inhabitants of 
London and vicinity turned out en maaae, 
to-d«y, to witness the progress of the state 
proce.ssiou of Emperor Willium of Germany, 
from liuckintjham I'alnco to UtiildliuU and 
back to tlio Palace, after partaking of the 
lioapitallty of the mayor of the metropolis. 
From the cirlieat hours, this morning, crowds 
of people poured towards Jiuckingham 
I'akce, St. James Park, the Strand, irieet 
street, Ludjjatc Hill and the city generally, 
to secure positious of vantage from which 
they could get a good sight of the Imperial 
procesiion. The fctreeta were also crowded 
in the esrly hours with large bodies of regu- 
lar troops and voluii tears inarching towanla 
the poaitions tiiey had been assigned to oc- 
cupy along the route. HL'8i<U'3 the eoldlcra 
fully eight hundred policemen were in mo- 
tion with the same object in view. The 
crowded state of the etreeta, liours before 
the procession atarted, may Ijo imagine I 
when ut II liO a.m., tralfio along tho route 
and through the streets bordering it had 
not only been stopped, but still more elTcj- 
tively brouglit to a standstill by the people 
who packed every footof the adjoining space 
available, and who were not to bo moved 
under iiuicli leas pressure than that of 
police chnrge. WhiU; this early crowding 
waa in progre.s, the l-'inperor, aa usual, b 
gin hia day at 111) earl3' hour. At about 7 
o'clock he left Huckinyliani Palace on horse 
b.xck for Kottcn Row, where ho enjoyed u 
brisk ride. At 8 o clock he reviewed the 
Queen's Wostininster volunteers on tho l.iwn 
ut iiuckingham I'alace. He wore a light 
blue Piiiaaian uniform. After tho review 
he took breakfust and; then visited

whore ha wa.s uiuch interested in the model; 
of tho new warships and modern bit; guns 
Leaving tlie naval e.Nlliliilirn, the I'^npeio; 
returned to i!uckiii;^hain I'alaee and retired 
to hia prii-ate an:irtnicnis to tr.insict ill* 
uccumulation of public buaineaa liuforo pre 
paring for the procession to historic (luild 
hall. Just before - stalling on hi- 
journey, the Kiuperor r^'civcd biief rcpnit- 
broMglit by niount'jJ-',>(.li>-C'iM?n ai.il cj- aby 
Mien to Iiuckingham I'alace, from variou: 
poiiila along the line of iiiocesainn, all con 
curring in the promise of an oulcrly and 
inagnilieenl rcoeplion. 

Precisely at I'J the royal state carnage 
left Iiuckingham Palace, sparkling with 
gold ornaiuenta and drawn by eight 
.superb |ioatilinn ridden horses, Hank 
by mounted Life tMuarda and mounleil 
police and conducted by very tall footmen 
and cc)achinen wearing white wiga. The 
royal carriage, on leaving the palace, pusaed 
towards Marlborough Giite, and passe 
through the lines of Grenadier Guards am 
police, backed up by huge crowds of people. 
As the procession left the palace from 
the entry quarter, within and without 
the city boundaries pcols of bells <from 
tho church stieples announced to the 
excited musses tb^t the Imperial pageant 
had atarted through.' There wore groat 
crowds at every point. The real density of 
the masses of speciators began at Charing 
Ooaa and about the atrtcta in thut vlciiiiiy 
i'all Mall, Trafalgar .Sciuare, Whiteliall 
Nortliumberland avenue, ('oekshiir.-ft, ,att 
Hayinarket were packed as far as the eyt 
could see. Up the Strand the dccar.itiouf 
were superb, not through the unity of 
iie-,igii, at which there waa no attempt, but 
by i ciisim of the niaaa of display. livery 
inch ff the rt-ay, troni the .Strand to (; uild- 
liall, aliounilid in color, and the fronts of 
lliu buildings were everywhere drapeil will 
ll'iwera and iniiunieralile liiica hung ir 
fesloona or were arche<l over the streets 
tlaga were seen everywhere, bunting of 
almost every nationality being displayed. 

WELCOMED TO OCIT-DHALL. 

Wlieti at l:'2.')p.in. tlie linjjerlal carriage 
reai;hed Cnildhall the a])iii onches thereto 
were found covered Trith baridsomely du 
sign;d mottos, Imviog in lOnglish and Ger- 
man t>-xL expn ssifuis of greeting to the 
illustriona gm st.s of the nation. At the 
entrance of Guildhall stood fvord j\biyor 
Savury, llio city aldermen and shcrill's idl 
arrayed in their fidl robes of nliicc. The 
procession to the libiary formed without 
delay, and when order was secured, the 
Recorder began reading oil" the a Idrass to 
his Imperial Majesty. The addreaa de- 
clared that the corporation of the City ol 
London desired to oiler to his Majesty and 
to his Imperial spouse a sincere welcome lo 
English shores, and to the capital of the 
British Empire. The corporation sees 
in tke visit a happy augury for the main- 
tenance of those friendly and affectionate 
relations so long existing between the two 
nations. Turning towiirda tho Kinprcsa, 
till! Recorder, still reading from ;he ad- 
dresR, f-]i"oially wslcomed her, and expressed 
thelieuity iip])icciatioii of the peoiilc ol 
London and lOiigland of her preseiico in 
their iiiiilnl. The uiMress coiichnled with 
a prayer that their majesties n.iglil be lont' 
spared to rule over a ])rosperon8, uidled 
nation and a happy people. '^I'lie adilrcUM 
WOB endoseil in a splendid gold casket, 
enamelleil and decorated with precious 
stonea, which was then formally jiresented 
lo the Kaiser and Kaiscrine. 

In responding to the address, his Majesty 
expressed his heartfelt thanks for the warm 
welcome. 

Ho paid an aiTeotionato tribute to Queen 
Violoria, who, ho said, Mrill over bo remem- 
bered not only as a noble character, but a 
lady great in wisdom. The Emperor then 
declared that the examples set by his illiis- 
triona grandfather and ever-Iamenlcd fat her, 
ha should always do bis utnioat to main- 
lain, e.speeiully the historical friendakip of 
England and Gern.any. lie felt cncoui ii"eil 
in his task when he saw the wi.sc and capa- 
ble men such aa had gathered, to dojua- 
tine to tho earnestness and honesty of h\» 
intentions. His lum was, above all, to 
maintain peace, for peace alone can give the 
confidence uocesaary for the healthy devel- 



opment of Hciente, art and tradai The I<!m- 
peror then concluded as follows: "You 
may, therefore, rest assured that I shad 
continue to do my best to maintain and con- 
stantly inoreasc.tbe good relations of (.ier- 
many with other nations. I shall alvrays 
be found ready to unite with y«u and them 
in peaceful progress, friendly intercourse 
and tho ndvancenient of civilization." This 
cuneluded the curembnies attending the 
presenl tUon and aoceptunce of tho address. 
'J'he Imperial party were then entertained 
ut luncheon, terved in the libraiy. 

KNTIIOSH.S.M or THK I'lCOI'LK. 

Persons who watched the Imperial and 
Royal progress through ihe city to-day siiy 
that they noticed gleams of anxiety in pass- 
ing the aide streets where the special guards 
of cavalry were stationed, but after passing 
St. I'aul's the anxiety was evidently suc- 
ceeded by ease and confidence. The occa- 
sional "booing" at tho IVincc of Walea by 
people here and there in tho crowd was a 
nothing compared with tho enthusiaimi 
shown in the waving of handkerchiefs and 
showering, of flowers on the royal party. 
At the Law Courts, where many of the up 
per classes reside, the street waa carpeted 
with floral tributes,,and generally along the 
line the ICaiser waa even nmre of a target 
for floivers than British royalty. Nothing 
disturbed the order that reigned throughout 
tho whole progress, except one alight inci- 
dent. Just before reaohiug Ludgatc Circus, 
there was an alarm of fire, the engines 
rushed into St. I'uul's church-yard, break- 
ing through tho lines of guards, but so 
skillfully were the engines managed that 
their presence and active use did not spoil 
the procession or seriously interfere with the 
popular view of it. One of the occupants 
of the carriage containing Sheriff Augustus 
Harris f»intt d, and the horses bolted. A 
plucky man in tho crowd stopped the 
animals, and Mra. Harris, herself in a 
fainting condition from fright, was lifted 
out and taken to the residence of Col, 
North. There restoratives were applied 
and she revived. 

A U.\SDSO.ME CASKET. 

The CMket containing the etvio address 
to the Kaiser is a gorgeous pro- 
iluct of the arts of the goldsnuth 
and jeweler. The wliole frame work is of 
18 karat gold. It is richly decked with 
enamel, und precious stones and various 
designs aro engrttvwi thereon, ineluding the 
German eagles and the city griibna, holding 
the arinf of ].,ondon. The eyes of the 
gritiins are of diamonds, and the ci-os" in 
the I'uperial arms is of diamonds. When 
Mayor Savary liaiidod the cjskct to the 
Kaiser he bowed almost. low enough to kow 
tow. The K;iis..-r led the Lady Mayoress Lo 
luncheon, and ihe .Mayor bud llie 

the honor of e-corting the Kaia-. rine. The 
Prince and Princess of Walea followed, and 
then Ihe other iiicmber.s of the Roytd Houses. 
The Kiiiter sat on the .Mayor's right, and 
the K'daerine on hia left. The Kaiser 
aUrtcd ou the return at .'!;'20, going by way 
of the Thames embankment. 

While the crowd were v.Miting to see 
the returning proc;.'asioii, many figlita 
t.iok pi. ice between the police and the 
roughfl' 'eleiiient, who ventcil llieir iiii- 
patieuce ill disorderly conduct. When the 
carriage of the Prince of Wales appeared on 
•-ho return journfy, the rougher element, 
now very numerous, gave the Prince, be- 
side whom was seated the Prinjcss, a 
distinctly hostile reception ; the cheers 
being faint as compared with tho jeers and 
"booing." The Prince looked straight 
ahead, as ho parsed, and made no pre- 
tence of .saluting. The crowd warmly 
clieeroil the Unke of Connau^ht. ft should 
be stated that in tho procession to Guildhall 
in the earlier part oF tho day, tho Prince of 
Wall s and other members of tho English 
royal family preceded the Kuisor by fully 
11 B hour, in order to let the Kaiser and 
Kaiaerino bo the main figures in tho subse- 
quent progress. The Kaiser wore countless 
decoratious, and responded to the hu/./.as 
with a mechanical and very f .-c(]nent aa'ute. 
In the city proper, tho crowds wereso dense 
that nuinoroua accidents occurred. Many 
fainted in the crush, aiid the ambulance 
corps was kept busy. 

TUK STATU BALL. 

The atato ball at Buckingham palace, thia 
evening, exceeds in splendour anything of 
tho kind that tho palace has ever witnc.^'sed. 
The ball was given by ( Jueeii Victoria, and 
was striotly in honor of tin' Kiiiser, and the 
invitations stated expressly that the guests 
were to meet their (iciinau .Miijo-f ii s. All 
the le:iiliiig nobility of tin; kiiigiloin were 
invited, except tlmse who, from (,lu en Vic- 
toria's view, a ie under a clmid. The list of 
invitations was subiniltrd to and care- 
fu ly revised by tha Queen. Tho palace 
i-i guardid by the honseliold tronp-i, 
in llieir striking uniform, while the peers, 
with their decoraliiuis, the leuliiig iillic^-rs 
of the army and navy now in Kngliiid, and 
th ) dip'oinitic oorjip, in their pictiiicsquc 
eo-luniei', prc>eiit a apectacio of bi iiliu my 
that sonic say has not been ei|ua'led .siiii:e 
the coronation of t,hu'<'ii \'ictoria. It is 
wiiispered that the (,luei-n herself menus 
it to be the last great act of her 
re'gu, in the way of an olVieial 
and social eiilertaiiiinent to u foreign 
a ivcreign, and that she made it a 
1 bor of priilo as well aa lovo to do thia 
great and perliaps final honor to her power- 
ful graudaoii. No exp- iisi! appeara to have 
been (pared on the ball room and ila ii]i- 
proaeliea, and the mass of flowers and dec- 
orations was at once bewildering and en- 
trancing. The palace has never bclore con- 
tained such a distinguished gathering.

Ottaw.\, July 10.— A. M. Burgess, l)e 
puty Minister of the Interior, has resigned. 
This step was takm as the outcome of 
revelations in the Public Accounts commit- 
tee, on Wednesday. It is not expected, 
however, that hia resignation will bo ac- 
cepted. 

The net debt of Canada for the tiacnl 
year ending J une .'iOth was §^33,000,000. 

Thirty-two acts received the royal as- 
sent, to-day, among them the Becher Bay 
Ferry Act, the Victoria and Saanich II. R. 
bill and confirming the agreement between 
the Shuawup and Okanagon and Canadian 
Pacific railways. 

1'ho budget debate occupied the atten- 
tion of the House to day. Messrs. llcUon- 
old (Huron), and Clark Wallace were the 
chief speakers. 

Four Canadian Militia oflicers have just 
written the examination papers for com- 
missions offered in the regular army. 

It is slated authoritatively there will be 
no railway subsidies this year owing to the 
lurge remission of taxation. 

Tho Turte investigation was largely occu- 
pied, to-day, in identifying Nick Connolly's 
letter. In the letter to Murphy he said: 
"The Government will call for tenders for 
British Columbia, you had better see one of 
j'our uncles about it." 

Nicholas Connolly said it was customary 
to apeak of Thomas McGreevy as " Uucle 
Tom." 

Mr. Tarte, " But it seems you had t/ro 
uncles. " 

Connolly, " Well, Murphy used to speak 
so of all the ministers." (Graat laughiei).

VANCOUVER WATERWORKS. 



Board of Arbltratlou to Determine 
Theip Value in Session 
Here. 



Arguments Yesterday in JJuhalf of 
the City not Entirely 
Concluded. 



The principal business in the law courts, 
yesterday, was the Vancouver Water 
Works arbitration, wliicli opened iit 10..'!() 
■.K..m., and lii.sted all Ihioui^h tlie day. 

It it a inattiT of great inturtst to Van- 
■convei-itcs, wlio liuve li. anl of little clsi; 
in tlieir own ijapin;! for uuck.s past; and 
Victorians are also eoucernoil in tlui rc-jiilt, 
as the company is composed of reMideiiis in 
"*his city. 

According to the act of incorporation of 
the Water Works company, tlie city of 
Vancouver has the right to pnrcliaae tlioir 
property and works, ami assunio tlieir 
operation, paying tlierefor the price deter- 
inineil by arbitration. Motice of tlio city's 
iutentioa to take over the water works, 
was given some time a^o, and tlie urldtraiion 
now in progress followed, its ol>ject, lieiiig to 
determine the value of the Water Works 
-tcompany's possessions. Tlie evidence was 
..all taken in Vancouver, in regard to tlie 
■class of work, its cont, and other partieu- 
liars, and tlie arbitrators adjourned to Vic- 
.Co.-ia to hear argument. 

Tlio board is composed of Mr. J. M. 
rtrnwiiinij, C. I'.K. land commissioner, for 
Vancouver; and Mr. Tilden, for the com- 
pany; Hon. Justice Drake acting as referee. 
Mr. A. St. (i. liammersley, who has 
.associated witli liim, Hon. A. N. Richards, 
appears for city, and Mr. K. V. Bodwell, 
^villl Hon. Tlicodore Davie, represent the 
company. Mayor Opiienlieitner and a nuin- 
bcr of pidiuiiuuil Vaiiconverilcs were iu 
attendance when the orf^iiiiicnt opened. 

Hon A. -N. Rii.'liards was lirst to address 
/he IJoard. His rinuarks were iiitrodllccd 
liy an ex pliiiMtimi of llie circiiinslances con- 
nected Willi the iJass.iL'e of the Vancouver 
AVatoi \V(jrks ( 'uiiipaiiy's hill. 'I'wo coiiip iiiics 
Iiail come forward, soliciliiii; tile right lo 
Biipply the iii'W, but promising, <!ity with 
water. To the one — the (,'(Hiuitlam c:>m- 
paiiy--an absolute franchise was granted ; 
to the other, power was given to con.strnct 
water works, which, however, might at any 
time bo taken over by the city. The com- 
ipauy's oxiatenco was dependent up 
on the city's wish. Tlie works had been 
l>allt, and thecity, llnding thoni notsnit ilile, 
•was now anxious lo gain posaossionand make 
them BO. Atjjresent the works piovuled 
no fire protection, the distrilmiion service 
was .imperfect, and leaks and stoppages were 
of frcfiuent occurrence. It was es.sential to 
tlie safety, as well as tho health of the city, 
that there should be a good w.iter aupiily, 
audhonco the desire to aoqu ire and improve 
the existing system. Tho oity was prepar- 
•cd to pay for what it expected to receive, 
in the manner provided by tho act, but now 
th" company came forward with tho aur- 
tirisiuLT .statement tliut thoir selling price 
uas in the neighborhood of 32.000,000. This 
would, no doiiljt, amaze many whoromember- 
vilthat the total amount i)3 id out by thecotn- 
I'lanv for the pos.sossions thny valued so 
{liglfly was Bon'ething like $275 000. The 
method of arriving nt the vuluo of the 
vorks and property, to be paid for l.y the 
city, was clearly dchned by the act nnil 
open to no two interpretatmnH. llie 
ULrbitrators were instructed to ascortain 
what tho works would cost if undertaken 



now, and, having ascertained that value, 
add -21) per cent. Then the city was also 
required to pay the expenses of mainten- 
ance and repair, and also a dividend of 10 

rer cent, on the capital stock to the holders, 
t was here that the bon. gentleman rested 
his arginnent, contending lliat franchises, 
such as that bold by tlie company, had no 
value, ami the c;aso was in no way similar 
to one of eiiiiiioiit domain. The cu.so h id 
been intelligently met liy tlie legislature in 
framing the act of incorporation, aud it 
alone wa.s .suliicient to guiile the board in 
determining wliat to value. 

Mr. Rii:lru'd.s closed his argument at 1:30 
o'clock, and tlie Board took a recess of one 
hour for lunch. 

The aftei noon .session opened jironiptly 
at -iiiiO o'clock, and Mr. A. .St. tieorge 
Haiiimersley followed bis as?ociat(! in be- 
half of llie city's case. In opening bis re- 
maiks, Mr. liammersley stated to llie 
board that lie should lirst take up the 
tfstimoiiy as to the cost of construction of 
the water works, and later on its value as 
a revenue producing proiieriy. In dealing 
with the cost of con-struction he proposed lo 
show gross discrepancies between the fig- 
ures as rendered by the iliirerent accoui'ts 
of the company itself as shown liy the books 
of Mr. Smith aud IIioho of Mr. McFarluiid. 
He would also emleavor to clearly show 
that enormous value li a<l been placed upon 
the works, as the testimony given by three 
different experts, thoroughly unreliable, 
clearly indicated. 

Mr. Hammersley also besought the board 
to take into serious consideration the loca- 
tion of the works, the value of which he 
denied, and maintained that it was not de- 
sirable 01 advuntugeous for the purposes to 
which it was applied. He proceeded lo 
thoroughly dissect the various items given 
as costs of construction, and attempted to 
show them to be excessive, and not repre- 
sentative of their actual %'alue. Alluding 
to the cost of the dam, which, acccord- 
ing to expert evidence, should liave 
cost less to build than the ex- 
pense cluinii'il 1 y the company, he 
uuiintaiiieil tbut its nsufiilness had been 
seriously impaired by its filling up. Much 
evidinicc mi t hat jioiiit had been iiit ruiliic'ed, 
and it Ir.iil been uilmitled that rrrlaiii work 
was necessary to jiut it in proper condition. 
Referring to the. eust of the iron water 
mains, which, according to the coniiiany's 
books, was .?-J(),i):!,S. 10, be fuliuiitled the 
testimony of the experts. .\lr. Schnsen 
v.ilued their lirst cost at .■?lo,(i!ll, including 
the (,'ove Harbor main, but, owing to the 
breaks that bad occurred since they wore 
laid, be (lid not consider them to possess 
any value u.t all. .Mr. Mi;I)oiigall, the 
other expert, eonsid Ted tliern at first cohI 
to bo worth .Sll>,s:il, but that be would 
reduce their present value to oO per cent, of 
that ligui e. On this evideiu'C the city re- 
(|nested of the board to reduce this item in 
the construction of the cost of tho whole 
works one h.Uf, as il was not to be lire- 
sumed tluit the mains were as good nov/ as 
when kid, and, while it was true that tliey 
were used for the passage of water, a large 
sum would be required to put them in good 
order. . 

Mr. Hamntersley reviewed the cost of tho 
steel mains, as shown by tho company's 
statement, and of their value as testified 
to by the experts, and asked for a very 
material redaction there. Ho passed from 
ono itotn to another producing difTcrcnccs 
of opinion, and attacked the cost of each us 
being excessive and above wh»t tlio city 
ahinild bo compelled to pay. 

At (>:',i{) o'clock the .argument of Mr. 
lluinmciHlcy not having been concluded, the 
r.oard adjourned until lOiiiO o'clock this 
morning, when the gentleman will resume 
his review of tho subject. 



IMPRESSIONS OF THAYEL. 



Goorffo W. Aiulersoa, il- !'■ I'-, Visits 
Several States of tbe Uuiou aud 
Describes their Conditions. 



He Returns Fally Convinced tliat tbe 
Prospects of JBritisli Columbia 
are Much More Preferable. 



Mr. 0. W. Anderson, M.P. P., who baa re- 
cently visited the East, gives the followini; 
account of bis experiences: — 

A trip over the Rockies and the fieal 
lone land has been so often described, that 
I will only ;.ay 1 iTiis agrccaldy surprised 
at the giowtli aud basiness appearance that 
Winnipeg has attained in 80 short a. time, 
with its wide and well-built principal 
streets and suburbs. We tried to iiuugine 
tho wonderful change since Riel held power 
iu old Furt tiarry, tho remains of which 
are preserved and pointed out to sirangers. 
Our time being limited, we left for the 
S<-)uth, ihroiigli a lino piece of country, al- 
most wholly cultivated with wheat; the 
grain was about three inches high and 
looked healthy "I6th May." We arrived 
*t tho bordertowii of Uretna, where tuir 
luggage was overhauled by a keeii cyed 
oilicial of "Uncle .Sa:n," and passed on 
through tbe fair wheat Uelds of Dakota 
and Miniie.'^ola until we reach Si. I'aiil, 
a railway aiol busiii- .ss ct iit i *; of grctt im- 
portance. The innd I'.jad.s of .'!.■> ye irs ago, 
when St. I'aiil was im rely a rural village, 
are now nmeuilamized and lined with p.ilali il 
residences, and iiameil (iraiid so iind so 
avenue, or park road, and traversed by the 
most improved electric car system. Leav- 
ing for the south, we soon reached the State 
of Iowa, and with it a change of crop wus 
to be noticed, corn taking the pliice of 
wheat. We soon reached the good city of 
Duhuque, with its bluH's, fine mansions, 
comfortable homes, and, ahovc all, many 
dear old friends. The oily Ims impiovetl In 
business and population, but the chan^'u is 
not so great as in its neighbors, notably St. 
I'aul and Omaha. 

We enjoj'ed many tr'ps through the coun- 
try parts, visiting old scenes ami places, but 
as lime was on the wing we moved on, 
soutiiwest, to l)es Moines, the ('.iiiital ot 
the stale, centrally and beaut ilully sittiateil, 
its public buildings stated by i-onio to he 
the moat finely finished in the United States. 
It is a railroad and business centre, gener- 
ally well built and of good appearance. 
After pleasantly spending a few days, we 
journeyed on to the Missouri border, with 
the same rolling prairie country in view in 
every direclion, and covered with corn, 
hogs and cattle. The ennntry is said not lo 
bo udupted to wheat and Hour, which are 
nearly oil iniported from neighboring Htatcs. 
Tho land here has all been alienated from 
the Government, and is held at from §15 to 
.^'lO per acre, according to quality and situ- 
ation ; tho open prairie is almost all culti- 
vated, and I Raw several large pieces of oaii 
and hickory scrub being cleared, the grub- 
bing, ploughing, discand smooth harrowing, 
each machine in turn worked by four large 
horses, and costs with the cheap horse mid 
nunual labor prevailing hero, about Jb" 
per aero, ready to plunt. Corn growing is 
laborious. After tho grain is up, it has to 
be continually cultivated, say four times or 
until it ia too high for tho cultivator to 
pass over it. It rcriuircs hot weather, (90 
to 100'), nights as well as days, to keep it 



growing. Harvesting i.s tedious. The 
average price of corn in Iowa is about 10 
cents per bushel, and tho average yield 
ahouV 40 bnshels to the nore, thus yielding 
with all its labor about Slti per acre. One 
good man is expected to work about 40 
aores, which, if properly done, will keep 
him moving. 

Most farmers here keep from 50 to 
100 bogs. In case corn i.s low. Say 25 cents 
per bushel, and pork is up, they can feed to 
advantage, and vice versa, and all tliecatlle 
they can pasture and feed their corn stalks, 
straw and slough hay, but the prices are 
low. I saw several lots of fine hogs, rang- 
ing from 150 to 250 lbs., in fat c«Midition, 
sold at 4c. , live weight, at the R. R. sta- 
tion. In adilition to good clover pasture 
they had been grainfed all winter and 
spring, u]) to .June. Tbo packing housea 
put tip moat now all the year rounil, if lliey 
can get a supply. Hood bliip])ing fat cat- 
tle are sold al the station at about lie. per 
lb., live weight. Dairying is carried on 
mostly in creameries, the dairy men collect 
the cream and pay, at present, lOc ])erincli, 
that is, they use » round tin pail, 12 indies' 
in diameter, and for every inidi in depth 
they pay 10 cents, which is calcuhited to 
make 1 lb. of butter, the farmer therefore 
gets 10 cents per pound for bis butter 
without the trouble of nianufaclui ing it, 
and ulso has the skim milk for his hogs. A 
test glass tube is iiseil, and a sample is 
taken from every customer, and if not 
found pure the price is rediiceil. Kicsli eggs 
are worth from \'2 to 15 cents per do/.en. 
Tcrrilic storms are conimcii here, and iiuuiy 
horses and cattle and lives also are every 
-season lost by lightning. I have heard 
more thunder here in a few weeks thiin in 
.'(,") years on the Pacific coast. In cuiiclusion 
I will venture to say tliatu fanner can make 
more money out of 50 acres of good land in 
British Columbia, \'ancouver Island, near 
Victoria, than he can on 100 in Iowa, and 
iu addition have a much better clini 
ate, better roads and schools, as also far 
lighter taxation.

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NEW SCHOOL TRUSTEES. 

The Appointments Made by tho 
fioard of Aluarnien Last 
Evunina:. 



Messrs. Charles Hayward, .). H. Mc- 
Laughlan, Aid. Kichards and B. 
W. Morrow Avero Chosen. 

The city couiidtl, last night, held un extra 
session for the purpose of appointing the 
school trustees. There were present His 
Worship Mayor Ornut, in tho chnir, luid 
Aldermen lloUund, Hiuiler, Robertson 
Couglilaii, McKiUicuii, Riohards, Muiin mul 
Smith. 

Mayor Grant ii.nnounced the object of the 
special meeting, and said that accordiog to 
tho provisions of the Act, the powers of the 
council to make tho appointments of trus- 
tees would lapse, if the iimtter 
was not attended to within It diiys 
after the not went into cITeot 
June 30. In thiit ease— the failure of the 
council to make the appointments in the 
timo specified— the Uorernment wouhl 
name the trustees. In tho city of Van- 
coaver all the trustees had been appointed 
from the membership of the city council, 
and in New W'catniinater only one trustee, 
who was not a member of the council, liiid 
been appointed. 

Al.d. HnNTER did not think tlmt nny 
member of the City Council or any nicnil)er 
of the legislature should he n school trustee. 
Thoy should be selected from the citizens. 

Ai-n. Holland thought before any action 
was taken regarding the appointments the 
school property should be turned over to 
the city authorities. 

Others present thought sucli action im- 
material, as the school property was exempt 
from taxation and was a public trust. 

Mayor Grant agreed with Aid. Hunter, 
and thought it best to select the trustees 
from outside the Council. 

On motion of AUl. .Sinitli the Council then 
proceeded to the uppointnient of trustees. 

Mayor Grant infoi nied tile Council that 
the first appointment made by the Conncil 
would, according to rlie act, be tho chair- 
man of the boarJ, and that, aa the nnnie of 
Cliarlea Hayward liad been mentioned for 
appoint nif lit as one of the tnisttes, lie 
thought it best, in view of the gentleiiiati's 
great experience, it would bo .idvisiible lo 
appoint liim first. ISy so doing the chair- 
man of tlie board would be u man of con- 
sidernble experience, which would he de- 
sirable. The first two trustees appointed 
would hold office for two years, and the 
next two for one year each. 

In accordance with this statenicnb the 
following were appointed : Cliiirlcs Hay- 
ward, J. H. McLaughlan, F. G. Richards 
ond 1). \V. Morrow. Messrs. Hayward and 
McLaughlan were appointed to tho two 
year term, and Aid. Richards and D. W. 
Morrow to the one year term. 

Ald. Smith moved that in accordance 
with the power conferred by Section 22 
of the School Act, Mr. Charles Hayward be 
appointed chairman of tho School Trustee 
Board. The motion, being seconded by 
AM. • Holland, prevailed by a unanimous 
vote. 

MOHNT rOLMIE PARK. 

After the principal business of the meet- 
ing had been di'^posed of, Mr. J. 11. Urowii- 
lee addressed the Coniicil on the subject of 
a pirk at the auinmit of Mt. Toliiiie, and 
Ills propoaition to dedicate the suiurnit of 
that mountain and tho .Ser[)eiiliiie road lo it, 
under certain conditions iniposeil, to the 
city lor park purposes. 

Mr. lirowiilee said that since ho liail sub- 
mitted his oiler to the Council on the 17th 
June last, he had driven tlie Park com- 
mittee nj) the drive to the top of the moun- 
tain, wliere a beautiful view of the entire 
city and surrounding country, including the 
straits and mountains, could bo seen. He 
had recently had boun<laries of the 
ground re established, and found lliat the 
summit or jiortion for the park coin[irised a 
fraction more than Ui ucrea, instead of 20, 
as stated in bis letter. 

Mr. lirowiilee said tliut he had expended 
considerable money in building tlie road, 
the plans of which ha hud changed some- 
what .so as to circle the top completely. 
As the road was now finished, it wiia a 
continuous one to the summit, encircling 
it, and returning back to the foot of tbe 
mountain. The road would be dedicated 
as a public highway, and always be open 
and free to the public forever, wlietlier ihe 
Council made a park of tho summit or not. 
The only money he asked the city for was 
tbe (sxpense of making it a park. 

If the Council ttiougbt well of 
ofTer, it could be arranged so that 
the finanoial part could be easily 
settled, as he, Mr. Brownleo, was willing; to 
meet the council half-way in the matter. 
He stated that he could dispose of ihe 
summit at more per ocre than it would cost 
the city to obtain it, but he desired to see 
it a [juljlic pai k, as it wu.-j one of the most 
bcaiitifiil of locations. 

Mr. Rrownlee Kiibinitted pl ina and maps 
."linwiiig the outlines of tlie proposed pai'k, 
the .ferpentine road and the topograpliy ol 
the entire mountain. Ho extended an in- 
vltalioii t<i take a ride to the nioiintain 
Willi bini. 

Gn motion tho matter was left to the 
park connniitee. 

The Council then adjourned.

THE IMPERIAL VIS I TO II. 

The people of Eugland are giving a right 
royal welcomo to the Emperor of Germany, 
la this because of their traditional and ahnoat 

\natinoti\'u respect for royalty in tlio ab- 
alraot, or is il liccuuae Lliey roally ihIcomi 
the young Emperor and look upon liim as 
(ho liberal and able sovereign of a groat 
aatioa ? It may be, too, tlmt his relation- 
ship to the British royal family lias honie- 
thiug to do with the warmth of bis wolcoine. 
Rnglislinien liiive cause to feel gralifieil 
that a gf. unison of Ibeir belovoil tiiieen is 
the most powerful and tlio mott promising 
r jlor on the tiontlnent of Euiope. 

It is quite evident that the longer I be 
Bmperor of Germany reigns llie u-.oru popu- 
lar ho benonies and the higher he riaes in 
the esteem of thoughtful 11. en. Wlien be 
iLseenilod tlu; throne tliere waa a strong 
prejudice against him. It was believed 
that he was ambitious to be a warrior king, 
that he was cold atid superuilious, and a 
dospiser of the people. He would, it -wan 
thought, seize the first pretext to plunge 
\t\i country, and with it the rest of Europe, 
into war, and tlic general opinion was that 
lie did not care how nuicli the people suirered 
as long as the opportunity was afforded him 
•f gaining a military reputation. It was 
whispered, too, that his private life was not 
what it ought to be, and that in hU domes- 
tic rel;itions ho was unsyinpallietio and e.\- 
icting. 

Tiaie has shown that the estimate formed 
■of the Emperor'scharacter, when lieascend- 
■ed the tlironu, was, iu almost every respect, 
■a. mistaken one, and unjust to hina. Though 
« keen soldier, and fond xif the " pride, 
jpomp and circumstance of glorious war," 
ho, Hlie niiiuy great aoldiers, loves peace, 
and regania war with aversion. Ilia con- 
stant elTort has been, since ho became Em- 
peror, to preserve the peace of Europe. For 
-that purpose be has visited neighboring 
.sovereigns, made treaties and delivered 
speeches. It was only the other day that 
io Slid, iit Uuaseldorf : 

" I shall bo glad, if by the 
aasistancf of Heaven, I shall be able 
to govern my country in peace. I only wish 
tha European peace was lying iu my hand ; 
then I would take caro that it should never 
be disturbed. However that may bo, 1 
ahull, at all events, leave nothing untried, 
«nd,.as fur as I am concerned, labor that it 
«iay not be disturbed." 

1'lic Emperor's whole policy shows that 
orhcu he .spoke in this strain he was perfect- 
.iy earnest and sincere. He is careful to Bay 
nothing that can offend the most sensitive 
• of bis neighbors, and all his acts are in their 
vtendency, friendly and conciliatory. It is 
imore than likely that his present visit to 
Vingland has for its ultimate object to 
ntrengthen' the inBuenccs that make for 
j)eaco in Europe. 

J'rofesaor I''. Heinrich Geffcken, in his 
(•.•paper, on " The Emperor William II— his 
- «h»rftoter and his policy," in the July num- 
;ber of the Forum, gives an emphatic and 
an unqualified denial to the reports that 
have been circulateil relative to the private 
cliaracter of the Emperor. Ho says : 

•'The so called Count Vuasali (now un- 
•.'na»ked as a French spy, M. Moudron), in 
bis ivstL-reating but libellous book. La 
SodfU (if. lli.rlin, even creilited him with 
.4he ambition of eniuhuing the feats of 
I'Vedurio II., ami, at the aamo 
<inio, represented him as a libor- 
tine, which waa absolute slander, hia 
donie.itic life being a model of piirily. 

. . He had m^de a love niatcli — 
tnarrying a Princess of ancient descent, but 
fmodjdt position, Victoria of Auguatonburg 
— ,1 n 1 has ever since been most happy in 
.Uis; family." 

William II. was too liberal in his ideas 
and sympathised too de3ply with his people 
■ bo have Bismarck as his Prime Minister. 
According to Professor Goffcken, tha im- 
. mediate cause of the ruptuio bet«coutho 
young Empiiror and the old Cliancollor wan 
a disagreement relative to the laws against 
Soeialism and the rights of labor. Speak- 
ing of the failure of i?ismirck'a bill, to 
tmake the law against the Social Democracy 
;permanent>, the Professor says : 

" The reason (of the failure), which at 
.that time was not generally understood, 
•was that there existed already a hitch, 
lictween the policy of the Chancellor and 
that of the Emperor, who had arrived at 
the conviction that the law acaiiujt social 
(ieniocraoy had not only proved barren, but 
h id incroiiaeil the power of the very party 
Ajaiuit which it wja aimol. William II, 
u no for years had devoted special attention 
tn the labor (lucation, waa further convinc- 
ed lli.it wh it '.v.u niiiat necessary for social 
law for tho prolccliin ol 



treated by the new Chancellor with cour- 
tesy, and the Emperor himself hu aokiiow- 
Icdged the busincBS-like manner in which 
they have treated important bills. It was 
when he did this that ho said, " The King 
of Pru.vHia atanda so high above parties and 
their ([uarrtl.i , that ho carca only for tho 
welfare of evoiyone of his subjects." Laws 
have been passed for the protection ot labor 
and to prevent women and cbildren in 
factories being overworked and ill-used. 
Workingmen's combinutiona have been re- 
cognized, and the lav.s respecting the 
olementury education of tho childreu of the 
people have been improved. The trade 
I)olicy, too, of tho Government has under- 
gone a change for tho better. Negotiations 
have been tntt-red into for a commercial 
union among tho States of middle Europe, 
which, if effected, will no doubt ba of very 
great advantage to all its members. 
"Taking all iu all," says Professor GefTuken, 
" wo may say that the Emperor's short 
reign has been successful, that it bodes well 
for the future, and that at the present tin'C 
tliere is perhajis 110 life nioi'e precioua for 
tJerniany, as well as for Europe, than that 
of William 11." 

The pciojile of England know well what 
lias been douc in Germany, and what is 
going on there now, and they have most 
probably come to the conclusion that ihoir 
Royal \'i.siti)r ib'.sorve.s for hia own sake all 
the honors that they can pay him.

The important nature of the business to 
be disposed of, made the attendance at the 
conference of the Council of the Board of 

Trade and the .Sealers Afsociation, yester- 
da), thoroughly representative. Themeet- 
i ig was held in the Board rooms, at 3 p m., 
the Council lining represented by President 
T. B. llnll, Vice-President A. C. Flumer- 
felt, and .Messrs. Joshua Davies, D. R. Kcr, 
H. F. Jleisteiinmi, C. K. Renouf, und Ceo. 
Byrnes ; while from the .Sealers' Association 
there were Capt. .1. tJ. Cox, Richard Ifall, 
J. L. Penney, Cii])t. Wm. (Irant, M. Moss, 
J. .Stephenson (of Vancouver), K. 1!. Mar- 
vin, W. Munsie, C. .Spring and otliera. 

Mr. Darie'a resolution, passed at the last 
Council meeting, explained the business of 
the day. It was as follows : "Tliala depu- 
tation of the Sealers' Aatociutioii be invited 
to meet tlio Council, on Friday, July lOtb, 
at ,'l p.m., to confer on the eubject of leal 
life, and be asked to draw up a memorial, 
to he presented by the Boara to the British 
Commissioners now e;i route to Behring's 

sea, " 

The above having been read, Mr. E. B, 

Marvin dwelt upon the point that the 
Comuiissioiicrs were going to Behring's seu 
at the wioiig time of the year, if they wish- 
ed to study seal life there. This certainly 
should be explained by whatever body inter- 
viewed the Commissioners. 

Capt. Cox suggesied that two separate 
petitions should he presented to Sir George 
Jiaden-Powell and Dr. Dawson — one from 
the Board of Trade, and the other from the 
.Sealers' Assoei'^tion. 

Mr. .Slephenscni dwelt upon the injiistiee 
done Britifch ( 'oliimbia by I he jieremptory 
closing of Behriig's .Sea, and tbe loss that 
action must iiecessii rily entail. He did not 
think liny committee was in a po.^ition to 
meet khe commissioners intelligently till it 
wis known what the commissioners were 
appointCil lu iiivestigite ami what powers 
they i)OH«essod. 

Mr. .Marvin advised that the Boiird meet 
the visitors liist.and pave the way for a 
conference wilh the i-o^ilers. 

.Mr. lienouf ini|uiicd if the sealers had 
deputed anyone to remain on the islands 
this year and wiiteli i.irairs.

THE NORTHERN INDIANS. 

Snperlntendpnt VowpU's yialt of Inepectlon 
lu a Namber o^ Camps. 

Mr. A. W. Vonell, .Superintendent of In- 
dian afl'airs, arrived la-it night from the 
Norlherii Coast, fifi. Vancouver and the 
steamer Yoscmite, Hu left here, on June 
L'drd, by the l!o..cowitz, for Alert Buy, and 
made an extensive tour through the Kwiiw- 
ketk agency (Mr. Pidcock's), The Lidians 
at Alert Bay had been expecting him for 
several days and had the church all decor- 
ated und giive him a hearty welcome, A 
meeting waa held, at which Mr. Vowell 
pursueil his iuquiries, and found every- 
thing satisfactory, all tlio people being in- 
dustrious, conilortable and well off. The 
next day, accompanied by .Mr. Pidcock and 
an Indian crew, ho atarteil in a canoe for 
the head ot Knight's Inlet, calling on tho 
Indian settlementa on the way and the tribe 
Bottled on tho reaurvalion at the head of 
the Inlet. He also visited the 
Indiana along and ut the t'>p of 
Kinconibe Inlet, where the number 
of children waa moat remarkable. This was 
more noticeable here Lliaii elsewhere among 
the Indians, for out of a population of little 
more th in "JOO there were some (iO to Oo 
children, Kev. .\lr. Corker, of the Church 
of ICngland, says that the school is attended 
by from .'iO to -10 diily, 

Fron' the head of the Inlet a long distance 
had to be travelled to Fort Rupert, where 
it was learned that the steamer Sir James 
Uouglus hud, that morning, left for the 
North, with Hon. P. .O'Reilly. Indian 
comrai»sioner, on board. From Fort 
Rupert, Mr. Vowell started back for Alert 
Bay; there he learned, from Mr. Spencer, 
that the salmon bad iiot.comraenced to run 
on the Nimkish river, the season beini^ 
unusually late. Indeed, it was the 
cits' om for the canneries to be in 
full operation before that time. A week 
lator he learned that canning bad beeu com- 
menced to a small ejcteut, but only about 
400 or 500 cases had been packed. _ In other 
ciises at tho North the canneries were 
equally backward, the cause of which was 
not known, except that tho season was 
unusually late. Thero had been a very 
siitibfactory collection of furs.

Leaving Cape Mudgo, 
Mr. Vowell went direct to Coniox, reaching 
Nanaiino at six o'clock on I'huraduy night, 
whence, having some biiiiii^ss to transact 
at Vancouver, he took tho/Cutch for that 
city, leturning to Victoria last night, us 
previously noted. , 

The Indiana, Mr. Vowell reported, aa 
previously mentioned, te bp well uatisBed 
with their circumstances,; having no im- 
portant complaints to iiiike.

Senator Mcrnnes and His Port Moody 

Griovance—Keepiiiff Up tbe 
Old ISpite. 



Owen E. Murphy anil Wliat Ho Was— 
How to ptisii inimigratiou 
Matters. 

(From Our Own Corroapondcnt.)) . ' 
THE VAKCOUVER DOCK BIUj, 

Ottawa, July 4.— Senator T. K Mcln- 

nes will never be able to forgive the C.P.R. 
for not lociiting the terniiiuis of their trans- 
contiDental line at Fort Moody, and so 
making him a wealthier man by his real 
estate speculations. The burly Senator 
seems to be. consumed with an undying hat- 
red of Vancouver, and every opportunity 
he can get to injure that city, seemingly, 
lio nvaila himself of. I telegraphed you 
this week with regnrd to the stand ho has 
teken on the Vancouver Dock and Ship- 
bnildins Company's bill. Tbe reasons 
which nave induced him to insist that no 
Dominion aid be fiyim to this enterprise, 
will doubtless be of interest to your readers. 
The Senator pretends to bo acting throui;h 
dlaintcrcst>?d motives, but there is not a 
man in U. C. wlio does not know what ia 
iinimatinn him. For the nonce, however, ho 
is posii'g as the champion of Victoiia'a in- 
terests, although it ia questionable whether 
the people of Victoria liavc anything to 
thank him for. However, to conii; to the 
reasons which lie urges. He told the 
Senate, tlie other (lay, that there \Taa a 
graving dock at E.'(iuinialt. 15. C, which 
had cost altogether $1, •250,000, of which 
sum the Dominion has contiihuted orer 
three-quarters of a million. It waa, in liis 
opinion, one of the best dry docks ia the 
world, and was capable of accommodating 
the largest ships oUoat. It wus under the 
coHtrol and jurisdiction of the Dominion 
Government, and for the lust year or two, 
he was happy to say, tliat it had been con- 
tributing quite a little to the public revenue. 
In regard to the proposed Vancouver dock, 
the bill before the House contained a sec- 
tion setting forth that the undertaking was 
a woik for the general advantage of Canada 
und therefore not a private enterprise. He 
objected to the Dominion being called upon 
to gi-ant a large subsidy towards the under- 
taking, because it was unfair to act up a 
rival mterprise within 75 miles of the ex 
idling work, and with which it would lie in 
direct competition. Of course, to those 
who do not know what is underneath, it 
might seem that Mr. Itlclnnes was ani- 
mated by motives of the purest kind. His 
brother senators, however, thoroughly 
understand the man, and at a meeting of 
the railway committee to-day he had with 
him only a corporal's guard of one. Hia 
objectiuua weru literally laughed out of 
court. Senator Ogilvie pointing out that 
Rritish meu-of-war having precedence in 
the Esquimau dock would always militate 
against the interests of the public, 

TBB TABTE-UCOKECVV UATTEB. 

The evidence before the Privileges snd 
Elections' committee, this week, has been of 
a very interesting character, altbouch on 
some of the days there was a good deal of 
time lost owing to the perfunctory manner 
in which document a were tiled, A ^reat 
niiis-H of evidince has been accumulated, 
und, owinf,' to the latitude wliicli is :Ulou'ed 
boUi cDUiioi;! iiiul uiUics.-i-ja bi-'fore the pur- 
lianientary comniittce, it ia little to bo won- 
dered at that the recoril is conniiencing to 
be bulky. To-day the public began to get 
an insight into the motives influeiicinj,' tlic 
two men who have been instrumental in 
bringing these matters before the attention 
of thj nuliltc. I^'jbert H. Mclireevy and 
Owen E. Murphy, the former being a 
brotner of Thomas Mc(!reevy, M. P., are 
two "soreheads." They full out with 
'i'liomaa Mc( Ireevy, and were informed by 
liim that they wore nut going to get any 
more contracts from the government if 
lie could help it. Accordingly they placed 
a number of documents in the hands of Mr. 
Tarie, who has not scrupled to use them. 
It is questionable, however, if the informu- 
tion had not got out through a peculiar cir- 
cumstance. Long iigo, when thi; Connollys 
and Murphy were good friiniU, Michatl 
Connolly and Mur[)hy, on one wet afti-rnoon 
in the otiice at Levis, having nothing to do, 
auiused themselves by filling out notes for 
lictitioua amounts.} { One of these, which 
Michael Connolly filled out, was for the 
sum of $400,000, and instead of destroying 
it when the little pastime was ended, be 
carelessly left it lying on the desk and his 
hone.st and reputable (?) partner, Murphy, 
quietly locked it up in his dr4wor. Between 
two men, who had been on the best of terma 
for a number of years and bad been engaged 
in a good many public cntorprisus thia 
was hardly a friendly action for Murphy 
to do. But with the knowledge 
of the man'a past history, of which 
the public lias to-day hecoine posHcssed, 
through the iiistruiiiLMitality of Mr. Oalfr, 
tlio witnoEH, Murphy, a lu.iii who, twelve 
or thirteen ycbirs ago, at Llio time lie wus 
K.Kcise Commissioner and political lioiis iu 
the city of New York, luui to clear out (roiii 
Gotham owing to a Bliortuge in his accounts 
amounting to ?ri(),0()0, it is little to be won- 
dered at th'Lt tile note which Michael Con- 
nolly tilled out in a phiyful mood for ^m),- 
OOO, was c|uictly stoweil away by Owen 
I'iUgene Murphy. A year or so at;o, how- 
ever, the ('onuollya lieeaino tired of their 
qiuuidum partner, and in the ne.\t contract 
which tlicy took — the Kiugston dojk eon- 
tract — they left him out. Annoyed at this, 
and attriliuting the fact to Mr. McCJrcevy's 
influence. Murphy and Uolierl Mc(;reevy 
divulgeil all they knew to Mr. Turte and, 
at the .sunie time, decided to .sue Michael 
Connolly for the S 100,000. This is how the 
matter got before tbe public, hut 
what the real reasons are wliicli 
induced -Mr. Tarte to take hold 
hold of the case arc not yet apparent. 
They will, however, evciitu.^lly make their 
appearance. Before the counsel for the 
deieodant, bo to speak, have concluded 
their cross-examination of the witneascn 
Murphy and Robert H. McGreevy, there 
will be snnu; startling developments. 

Tin; 1.M.MI(:K.\TI0N questio.n. 
Owing to the dropping nil" of taxiition to 
the extent of S-'.000,OUO a atrong cfTort is 
being made by the Coverunicnt to keep 
down expenditure for the year juat com- 
menced. Last session tho sum of a (juarter 
of a million dollars was expended on immi- 
gration, and it is to be rearetteil that this 
year tho vote which ia hardly adequate for 
the proper carrying out of the immi- 
gration policy of tho Government should he 
reduced. Attention is just now being 
called to tho vigorous way in which Sii 
Sir pharles. Tapper deals with tho prohlem 
of emigration in his last report to the 
Doroinwn Government. "The cost," hosaya, 
*' of getting eniigrunts is inilnitesimal 'coni- 
jiared with the effect prodnced by the in 
creasing population upon the revenue, tin 
inanufacturiug industries, tho area of land 
under cultivation and upou the strength and 
position of the Dominion."' The meagieness 



of Canadian emigration does not lie with 
the agencies, which the Government has 
established ; the fault is due entirely to 
lack of mean?. To push emigration from 
Europe to Canada is a task which to be 
successfully discluirged must be conducted 
on busiiie-s priiieiple.s. To remove the 
prevailing ignoiauce concerning Canada the 
country mu-t be tyateniaticidly advertised, 
and advertising cannot bo done without 
money. The members from Manitoba, 
Northwest Tcrriioi ieaand British Colunibia, 
more than any other men in the House, 
recognize this, because the chief essential of 
those sections of the Dominion is population. 
They have therefore decided on vigorous 
action to induce the Government to largely 
increase tho vote for immigration pur- 
posea. 

MILLIONS AT STAKE. 

Col. IngersoU Pleads for ChaoEe of Teoue lu 
the Davis Case. 

Helena, Mont., July 9.— The prolonged 
struggle over the millions left by Andrew 
J. Davis ia being contested in battle royal 
style. To-day, Col. R. G. Ingeriolt cloacd 
the argument before the supreme court 
pleading for a change of venue from .Silver 
Bow county, where the estate is and where 
the chief bt-msficiary under the disputed will 
resides. The deeision is expected in a week 
or 10 days. The ose involving the gcnuine- 
nesa of tho will is set for hearing in Butte, 
on the 2'2nd inst., but it ii probable it will 
be poalponcd one w«ek by agreement, pend- 
ing the decision by the suprem* curt. The 
estate is largely in minim; property and is 
estimated at from $6,000,000 to 310,000,000.
